BUDGET CUTS 



K-State urges 
vocal outcry 
to proposed 
budget cuts

In response to proposed budget 
cuts that would be higher than orig- 
inally anticipated, K-State adminis- 
trators are encouraging alumni and 
friends of the university to act. 

A Wednesday press release from 
K-State Media Relations noted that 
university officials are contacting 
alumni and friends of K-State and en- 
couraging them to contact their legisla- 
tors to rally support against potentially 
"devastating" budget cuts. 

Gov. Kathleen Sebelius has rec- 
ommended a 7 percent cut in state 
funding, with the Senate recommend- 
ing a 13 percent cut. 

Bruce Shubert, vice president for 
administration and finance, said in the 
press release that the university is pre- 
pared to meet the 7 percent cut, but 
further cuts will not be as easy. 

"A cut of $13 million from our 
base budget will be extremely difficult," 
he said. "However, the approximate 13 
percent (or $24 million) recommend- 
ed this week by the Kansas State Sen- 
ate would forever alter the mission of 
our land-grant university." 

Cuts of that magnitude are un- 
precedented, Governmental Relations 
Director Sue Peterson said in the re- 
lease. 

Along with these cuts, each of the 
regents' universities will also become 
responsible for additional costs. These 
costs will include utilities and employ- 
ee fringe benefits among many more 
costs. If the Senate plan is approved, 
K-State will be forced to cut $30 mil- 
lion. 

A cut of 13 percent would force 
the university to increase tuition and 
furlough employees, Shubert said. 
There would also be a number of un- 
filled positions and layoffs resulting in 
reduced course offerings and educa- 
tional services. 

Continued legislative support for 
higher education is important, said 
Wayne Stoskopf, junior in agribusiness 
and student body vice president-elect. 

"It is important to make sure that 
K-State is accessible and affordable to 
all students," he said. "Without the sup- 
port from the state we run the risk of 
pricing students out of our universi- 
ty and hurting the education that we 
can offer."

Schulz talks about new plans, strategies, 
answers questions about upcoming term

Humor enlivened the opening 
speech at Thursday night's Student 
Senate meeting as K-State President- 
Select Kirk Schulz addressed Stu- 
dent Governing Association mem- 
bers about the future of K-State. 

"Keep up what you're doing; be 
engaged and be involved, and I think 
that it's critical that you talk to the 
students around you and also make 
sure that they are engaged and in- 
volved," Schulz said. 

Schulz spoke and fielded ques- 
tions for about 30 minutes, during 
which he informed the student sen- 
ators about his plans to develop a 
"long-term strategic planning pro- 
cess" for K-State's future and student 
leadership opportunities to help dur- 
ing the planning process. Schulz field- 
ed questions about issues at K-State 
ranging from the National Bio and 
Agro-Defense Facility to athletics to 
sustainability. Schulz even managed 
to crack several jokes at the Universi- 
ty of Kansas' expense. 



Schulz said as he is already think- 
ing about what K-State will be like in 
the year 2025. 

"We want to ask questions like, 
how many students should we have? 
How much research should we be do- 
ing? What kind of buildings should 
we have? What should the freshman 
year experience be to be the best in 
the country at Kansas State Univer- 
sity?" Schulz said. "We want to ask 
these kinds of questions and we're 
certainly going to want your involve- 
ment, the involvement of our alumni 
and our faculty, staff and everybody 
on campus." 

Schulz addressed the issue of stu- 
dent retention when he was asked if 
he was in favor of possibly requir- 
ing students to live in the residence 
halls during their freshman year. He 
said he would like to see local alum- 
ni chapters throw send-off parties for 
high school seniors before they leave 
for K-State. 

"What it does is that students 
then leave feeling that there is some

Senators pass 12 of 13 
allocations at meeting

Student senators met 
Thursday night to vote 
on two resolutions, two 
amendments to student 
government titles and 13 
allocations to student or- 
ganizations. 

The first resolution, 
which passed with a 
vote of 43-7-2, will sup- 
port continued research 
of K-State's shuttle ser- 
vice. The resolution was 
initially amended by 
senator Laura Rachelle 
White, junior in civil en- 
gineering, to include re- 
searching a public tran- 
sit system for the city 
of Manhattan at large.

Michael Bell, se- 
nior in architectural en- 
gineering, spoke in sup- 
port of the resolution 
and the amendment. 

"Both city-wide and 
campus transportation 
are necessary and I think 
we should look into any 
opportunities available," 
he said. "Many of the 
students who use the 
shuttle are internation- 
al students or don't have 
a car for some other rea- 
son, and we cannot ig- 
nore these needs."

Lafene plans to offer 
new online CPR class

K-State students and faculty 
have a new opportunity to become 
certified at CPR through the Ameri- 
can Heart Association's online class 
and skills test. 

The online class can be com- 
pleted within two to three hours, 
but can be spread out to meet par- 
ticipants' hectic schedules, said Car- 
ol Kennedy, CPR instructor and site 
coordinator, in a press release. 

The skills practice test is con- 
ducted within 60 days after the e- 
learning course segment is complet- 
ed. The test is by appointment only 
and takes approximately one hour. 

"During the appointment, stu- 
dents practice and test their skills in 
a comfortable, low-stress environ- 



ment," said Theresa Doyle, CPR in- 
structor. 

Doyle said while the online 
portion is independent, friends can 
attend the practice and skills testing 
together. 

Lafene Health Center will of- 
fer Heartsaver CPR, Automated Ex- 
ternal Defibrillator and First Aid, as 
well as Healthcare Provider CPR, 
in coordination with Mercy Health 
Center. 

Rates for students are deter- 
mined by AHA and vary per course. 
Skills testing for students at Lafene 
is $25, $35 for faculty. A certifica- 
tion card, valid for two years, is giv- 
en after testing is complete.

Grammy- Award-winning director 
to appear at choral invitational

Grammy-Award winner Jerry Blackstone is 
scheduled to be the guest clinician at K-State's first 
Choral Invitational on Saturday. 

Blackstone, who won Grammy awards for Best 
Choral Performance and Best Classical Album in 
2006, is the director of choirs at the University of 
Michigan Ann- Arbor, where he runs the school's 1 1 
graduate and undergraduate choirs. 

"He's a multi-Grammy award-winning 
conductor at the choir level, which is pretty rare," 
said Joshua Oppenheim, co-director of choral 
activities at K-State. "He's actually one of the most 
well-respected choral conductors in the country. In 
fact, he was the first person that really inspired me 
to become a conductor." 

The Choral Invitational is an event in which 
various choirs from around Kansas will come to per- 
form for the clinician, who will give the singers tips 
on how they might improve. 

"It's right in the middle of contest season for 



choirs," Oppenheim said, "so it [allows] the schools 
that are going to contest to get some pre-contest 
performance experience and get critiqued from a re- 
spected clinician." 

This year's event is scheduled to feature choirs 
from Junction City High School, Wichita Northwest 
High School, Shawnee Mission Schools, Cair Par- 
avel High School and Cowley County Community 
College, all of which are scheduled to perform for 
Blackstone. K-State's Concert Choir is also sched- 
uled to perform. 

Oppenheim said he wants K-State students to 
know all are welcome to attend the performances. 

"Although it's called the 'Choral Invitational,' 
it's really open to all K-State students and commu- 
nity members who are interested in watching perfor- 
mances," he said. 

The event is free to the public, with all perfor- 
mances scheduled to take place in All Faith's Cha- 
pel. The first performance will take place about 9:30 
a.m., followed by a break for lunch. Performances 
will resume at 1:30 p.m. Oppenheim said members 
of the public can come and go at their leisure.

$5,000. 

She anticipates doing 
even better this year, as they 
have three more bachelors 
to auction than last year.

One of Jardine staff's primary goals 
is to make its residents feel at home at 
K-State, said Tonya Wessel, apartment area 
coordinator. Employees at the complex are 
taking another step toward that goal. 

"We're talking to our grounds crew and 
working out details right now," Wessel said. 
"We're also trying to generate some resident 
interest." 

The vegetable garden concept is not 



new to the student apartments. Wessel said 
the complex had a garden in recent years, 
which is where the idea originated. 

"This is something we're bringing back 
to Jardine Apartments," she said. "I wasn't 
here when we had a garden before, but I'd 
have to say it was about four years ago." 

Wessel also said the garden will be 
available to all Jardine residents. Though a 
date has not been set, she said she is certain 
the garden will be in place soon. 

"All students living in the apartments 
will be welcome to plant and grow their 
own vegetables in the garden," she said. "It's 
definitely something that's going to hap- 
pen."

Call off the witch hunt 

AIG employees deserve bonuses

There has been a lot of righteous 
anger lately directed toward the Ameri- 
can International Group. Death threats 
have been made against top AIG offi- 
cers, and the House of Representatives 
has passed retroactive legislation essen- 
tially targeting only that corporation. 

The public is angry that AIG re- 
ceived $170 billion in bailout money 
and paid out bonuses totaling $165 mil- 
lion, which AIG was legally required to 
do through contracts. When the bank 
bailout was passed, Sen. Chris Dodd, D- 
Conn., wrote language into the bill pro- 
tecting bonuses for executives. 

Wal-Mart recently paid out several 
billion dollars in bonuses to employees, 
even hourly workers. However, there are 
differences between Wal-Mart and AIG. 
Wal-Mart is paying out these bonuses to 
hardworking wage laborers because they 
are gaining market share and have the 
resources. AIG is paying bonuses to ex- 
ecutives because they are legally obligat- 
ed. 

The first difference is who the mon- 
ey went to. It is hard to be unhappy if 
blue-collar workers are getting a little 
extra; it's much easier if it's executives 
already making six- and seven-figure in- 
comes. You probably know someone 
who has worked for Wal-Mart and like- 
ly don't know anyone from AIG. Also, 
these executives were in charge of the 
very operations that caused AIG's col- 
lapse, which leads me to the second dif- 
ference. 

One of these companies needed to 
be rescued. 

AIG, which was failing, was rescued 
by the government and rewarded 
the executives who ruined it with 





million-dollar bonuses. That smacks of 
rewarding failure. 

These employees would have been 
laid off if it weren't for government 
assistance. Giving them bonuses is a 
terrible idea. 

If we're going to talk about reward- 
ing failure, how about giving a corpo- 
ration $170 billion because it is on the 
ropes? I don't see the U.S. Treasury 
opening its coffers for Wal-Mart, even 
though it has been putting money to bet- 
ter use than AIG. 

What AIG does with its money is 
the company's business, as a private en- 
tity, even if that is rewarding failure. 
What the government does with its mon- 
ey is our business, because the govern- 
ment is using taxpayer money. 

In the bank bailout, the government 
was rewarding failure with vast sums of 
money - pure and simple. AIG's greater 
sin was not paying legally-required bo- 
nuses to executives - it was failing in the 
first place and requiring federal help. 

While $165 million went from the 
public to employee bonuses, Europe- 
an banks made $90 billion from the 
AIG bailout, according to a Reuters re-

port published March 16. France's Soci- 
ete Generale bank alone made $11.9 bil- 
lion from transactions with AIG recent- 
ly, yet there has been no public outcry 
about U.S. government money going to 
the state banks of foreign governments. 
This is not the first time. 

China held more bonds issued by 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac than any- 
one else, and a Money Morning article 
published Sept. 11 pointed to "concerns 
that foreign central banks in China, Ja- 
pan, Europe, the Middle East and Rus- 
sia might stop buying our bonds," as the 
reason for taldng over the two enterpris- 
es. Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac cost 
the government $200 billion and was the 
biggest single-government bailout in his- 
tory. 

Since September of last year, there 
have been some outrageous things done, 
but AIG paying bonuses to its employ- 
ees after accepting government money 
would barely make the list.

Developing nations in Europe need help

Poor nations are once again 
suffering as a result of deep global- 
ization and the current econom- 
ic crisis, which according to the 
World Bank's recent report, direct- 
ly resulted from irresponsible and 
imprudent borrowing practices in 
America. 

As reported in the New York 
Times, the World Bank predict- 
ed that the global economy will 
shrink 1 to 2 percent in 2009. Call- 
ing the present a "dangerous year," 
the bank's president, Robert B. 
Zoellick, announced that glob- 
al exports are expected to decrease 
2.1 percent. This decline in glob- 
al trade could prove the greatest in 
the past 80 years. 

East Asia has been identified 
by the World Bank as the "hardest- 
hit region." With declining exports 



to the U.S. and Western Europe, 
even those countries not affected 
suffer directly from the overarching 
deterioration of the region's econo- 
my. 

European Union members like 
Poland, Hungary and the Czech 
Republic, which have previous- 
ly boasted a steadily growing econ- 
omy, are now suffering from de- 
creasing exports to their western 
European neighbors. The countries 
are also hurting from a severe cred- 
it crisis. Major European banks 
have assumed tremendous losses 
on American mortgage-backed se- 
curities and have tightened credit 
to the local governments and com- 
panies as a result. 

This global economic cri- 
sis also illustrates the handicap of 
deep economic integration, which 
has captured the international are- 
na during the past two decades. 
Limited integration renders many 
developing nations incapable of 
dealing with domestic consequenc- 
es of the global economic crisis. 

Markets exist in non-market 
institutions, such as those provided 
by nation-state governments. Due 
to various cultural, religious and 
historical practices, nations - es- 
pecially developing countries - re- 
quire institutional diversity. This di- 
versity proves an obstacle to eco- 



nomic globalization. Instead, the 
trend for deep integration requires 
minimal trade barriers, thus neces- 
sitating institutional harmoniza- 
tion. 

While limited integration 
leaves room for national econom- 
ic management and strong domes- 
tic institutions, deep integration, 
requiring elimination of all trade 
barriers, means either tighter world 
government or less stable domestic 
institutions. Absence of the former 
has led to proliferation of the latter. 
The current economic crisis illus- 
trates just how dangerous deep in- 
tegration has proved to be for indi- 
vidual nations. 

For example, the Latvian gov- 
ernment disintegrated at the end of 
February under pressure from pub- 
lic riots precipitated by economic 
and political turmoil in the coun- 
try. This unrest in Latvia became 
the greatest since the collapse of 
the Soviet Union in 1991. 

Latvia and its Baltic neighbors 
joined the European Union five 
years ago and for a while reaped 
the benefits of harmonized insti- 
tutions and deep integration. They 
have been repeatedly praised for 
the highest economic growth rates 
in the region. Not any longer. The 
Latvian economy is expected to 
shrink by 12 percent by the end of 



2009. 

Latvia's government became 
the second in Europe to collapse, 
following in the footsteps of Ice- 
land, where the government co- 
alition disintegrated in late Janu- 
ary. Even such stable European 
economies as France and Germa- 
ny are facing public unrest and dis- 
satisfaction, while simultaneous- 
ly working out measures aimed at 
providing jobs and stabilizing their 
declining economies. 

Developed nations, such as 
the U.S., have grown accustomed 
to reaping the benefits of deep in- 
tegration by exploiting relative- 
ly cheap resources of the develop- 
ing world. However, the current 
economic crisis constitutes an in- 
stance that not only obliges devel- 
oped countries to provide a stimu- 
lus package for the developing na- 
tions, but also requires the world 
to re-evaluate benefits of deep glo- 
balization. As recent events have 
proven, no one is immune from 
suffering the consequences of an- 
other's unhealthy economic prac- 
tices.

A new study by Hairdressing Journal showing more wom- 
en are lightening their hair color has renewed the long-stand- 
ing debate about whether hair color affects how women are 
treated.

Wildcats 
begin 
outdoor 
season

If the finish to the 2008- 
09 indoor track and field 
season was an indication 
of K-State's abilities, the 
Wildcats might turn some 
heads this spring. 

K-State sent three indi- 
viduals and a four-person re- 
lay team to the NCAA Cham- 
pionships in College Station, 
Texas, including Scott Sellers, 
who captured his second na- 
tional championship. 

"I thought the indoor 
season finished well, certainly 
on the men's side," said head 
coach Cliff Rovelto. "It would 
have been difficult for anyone 
to jump higher than Scott did 
that day." 

Sellers has rewritten 
the record books in the high 
jump since arriving at K-State. 
Rovelto, who has coached 
at K-State for more than 20 
years, said he thinks the his 
success has been unmatched 
in K-State's history. 

"He's a very bright 
guy and a good student," 
Rovelto said. "He's had 
seven opportunities to be 
an Ail-American, and he's 
a seven-time Ail-American. 
He's also got two national 
championships and a couple 
of Big 12 championships. 
What he's done is nothing 
short of incredible." 

The Wildcats' outdoor 
season began Saturday at the 
Tulsa Invitational - a meet in 
which K-State won five event 
titles. The team looks to con- 
tinue its success at the Arizo- 
na State Invitational today in 
Tempe, Ariz. 

Rovelto said many of the 
Wildcats participating in the 
two-day meet will see their 
first action of the 2008-09 
campaign. 

"We're taking a relative- 
ly small group," he said. "This 
week, we've got some jump- 
ers and a few sprinters who 
will be opening their sea- 
sons." 

Since it is early in the 
outdoor season, Rovelto 
said he expects many of the 
schools competing to follow 
the same strategy since many 
of the national contenders 
from the indoor season will 
need time to transition. He 
said the Wildcats will be in 
full force in time for the Pep- 
si Invitational April 4 in Eu- 
gene, Ore. 

"People that were fi- 
nalists in the NCAA meet - 
you're not going to see those 
people compete in these first 
couple of weekends," he said. 
"It's usually into April be- 
fore you start seeing those 
guys compete. The first meet 
where we'll be getting after it 
collectively will be in Eugene 
in two weeks." 

Until then, many of 
K-State's younger competitors 
will have the opportunity to 
gain experience and start the 
outdoor campaign off on the 
right foot. The weekend meet 
will begin with the hammer 
throw competition at 1 p.m. 
today. The remaining field 
events, as well as running 
events, will take place 
Saturday.

K-State opens Big 12 play at No. 8 Baylor

Conference season is now upon the 
K-State baseball team, and despite a 
stellar 20-5 record, there are many who 
still question whether the Cats belong in 
the discussion of Big 12 Conference title 
contenders. 

Head coach Brad Hill and his team 
will have a chance to show if they be- 
long with a three-game series beginning 
today in Waco, Texas, with the No. 8 
Baylor Bears. 

The Wildcats have been dominant 
against their nonconference opponents 
this season with a record of 19-3 and an 
average margin of victory of nearly six 
runs a game. 

K-State will definitely need to be 
on top of its game as it travels to Waco 
to take on the Bears. Baylor comes in 
with a 14-5 overall record and sits at 3-3 
in conference after taking two of three 
from the Texas Tech Red Raiders over 
the past weekend. The Bears have also 
won four of their last five and seven of 
their last 10. 



The Cats have faced only one Big 12 
opponent this season, No. 13 Oklahoma, 
and did so with mixed results. 

K-State cruised to a 9-1 win in the 
series opener, but the pitching staff 
could not contain the Sooner bats over 
the weekend as Oklahoma pounded out 
41 runs in two games and took the series 
2-1. 

The Wildcats rebounded with two 
gutsy, come-from-behind victories over 
the Northwestern Wildcats on Tuesday 
and Wednesday. Northwestern, though, 
has had a rough season, compiling a 
4-16 record overall. 

Nonetheless, the hard-fought two- 
game sweep might have been just the 
wake-up call the Wildcats needed as 
they get into the heart of their Big 12 
schedule. 

The Wildcats will look to open the 
series much like they did the Oklahoma 
series, sending junior A.J. Morris to the 
mound for game one. 

Morris has been spectacular this 
season and leads the Big 12 in wins 
(6), ERA (0.48) and ranks in the top 5 
in strikeouts (39). He has also defeated 



two top 25 teams this season in Arizona 
State and Oklahoma. 

The projected starters for games two 
and three are senior Lance Hoge and 
freshman Kayvon Bahramzadeh. 

Hoge has been consistent on the 
season, posting a 3-1 record and 4.30 
ERA. The freshman right-hander Bah- 
ramzadeh has shown flashes of bril- 
liance, including a complete-game shut- 
out, but has been hit hard in his last two 
outings. 

The pitching staff from top to bot- 
tom will be the key to the Wildcats at- 
taining the type of success in Big 12 play 
that Coach Hill and his players strive to 
achieve. 

The Cats have been strong at the 
plate all season and have received con- 
tributions from top to bottom of a very 
consistent lineup. Getting quality in- 
nings from its starters and contributions 
from a young bullpen will be critical. 

First pitch from Waco is scheduled 
for 6:30 p.m. and live stats will be avail- 
able at www.kstatesports.com.

Sophomore Emily Houtz, who record- 
ed the highest individual finish of her 
career, ensured that three of the Cats' 
top-four finishers would be under- 
classmen. 

"This was a learning experience 
for this team," Knight said. "The team 



is moving in the right direction." 

The Wildcats will face a major 
challenge this weekend in the form of 
six Big 12 Conference teams who are 
also competing in the Mountain View 
Collegiate. Colorado, Iowa State, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Oklahoma and Tex- 
as Tech help to round out a strong 19- 
team field in Tucson. 

This weekend will mark the 11th 
appearance for Knight and K-State in 
the Mountain View Collegiate with 
the high-water mark coming in spring 
2002. The Cats were able to grab first- 
place honors as a team a year after for- 
mer Wildcat Elise Carpentier took first 
place individually in 2001. 

The Mountain View Golf Course, 
which is the site of the Collegiate, is 
a par-72 course at 6,263 yards. Big 12 
rival Colorado will serve as the host 
school for the event this year. The first 
of three rounds will be underway with 
a shotgun start at 8 a.m. Saturday.

community support behind 
them and what they are do- 
ing," Schulz said. "Second- 
ly, in those events what you 
can do is 

take all those juniors in 
high school and you bring 
them out and say, 'Hey, 
this is the school and state 
you are going to go to.' It's 
a great recruitment tool." 

Schulz said he will 
be working hard to ensure 
that NBAF will put an "in- 
ternational star" on Man- 
hattan and K-State. He said 
he believes that NBAF will 
attract many companies to 
the Manhattan area and he 
would like these compa- 
nies to be "true universi- 
ty partners" by supporting 
the university with schol- 
arships, providing summer 
internships for K-State stu- 
dents and hiring K-State 
graduates. 

Schulz said that once 
he takes office on July 1, he 
will be meeting with vari- 
ous campus organizations, 
students, faculty members 
and staff to create a dia- 
logue about what direction 
K-State is headed. The in- 
coming president told the 
crowd that he had a Face- 
book.com account and stu- 
dents were free to add him 
as a friend. 

"I'm just pleased to be 
here," Schulz said after his 
speech. "This is my 5th vis- 
it to campus, and I'm just 
getting to know the K-State 
community more all the 
time."

ences about getting through 
college with one another. 

"We looked around 
to see if there were any re- 
sources like that and we re- 
alized they really do not 
exist," Berhow, the group's 
administrator, said. "There 
is a lot of top-down stuff, 
but not a lot written by oth- 
er students." 

For many multicultural 
students, Berhow said their 
first arrival at K-State can 
be a bit of a culture shock. 
They might feel isolated not 
seeing as many students of 
similar backgrounds as 
they did growing up and 
not sharing multicultur- 
al-college experiences can 
escalate this isolation, he 
said. 

"One of the main 
things that insures academ- 
ic success is contact with 
another human being," Ber- 
how said. 

To create such sense of 
community, Judy Lynch, di- 
rector of the academic as- 
sistance center, Kay Ann 
Taylor, assistant professor 
of secondary education, 
and Berhow wrote a grant 
proposal for Tilford Incen- 
tive Grants to secure re- 
sources needed to produce 



initial content for the Face- 
book group. 

The grant commit- 
tee approved the applica- 
tion because the proposed 
group not only promoted 
Tilford multicultural com- 
petencies - such as empa- 
thy, leadership and con- 
flict resolution - but also 
allowed incorporation of 
technology to provide a 
valuable communication 
tool for students, said Juan- 
ita McGowan, assistant 
dean of diversity and Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences 
associate professor. 

"What we saw in [the 
Facebook group] was an 
opportunity to work with 
students in their social net- 
working and to talk about 
multicultural challenges 
and experiences via tech- 
nology," McGowan said. 

The committee favored 
implementation of student- 
friendly technology to pro- 
mote valuable and impor- 
tant information for stu- 
dents. 

"Many of the proj- 
ects that we fund are cur- 
riculum infusion within the 
class, but this was outside 
the classroom," McGowan 
said. "It is a new initiative 
to us, but one that we feel 
could be beneficial." 



Funding for the Face- 
book group was approved 
for the spring and fall 2009 
semesters. Three student 
contributors, Quaumeeca 
Saunders, graduate student 
in marriage and family ther- 
apy, Paul Nyakatura, senior 
in management informa- 
tion systems, and Jorge Os- 
eguera, sophomore in soci- 
ology with an emphasis in 
criminology, are current- 
ly working on creating the 
group's basic content. 

The project consists 
of the main Facebook 
group page and a discus- 
sion board, which offers 
students an opportunity to 
comment on topics that di- 
rectly affect their college 
life, such as dealing with 
roommates or finding ad- 
visers. The page also pro- 
vides links to student blogs 
and K-State student groups 
that might be useful for 
multicultural students. The 
group is entirely a student 
effort, in which content is 
provided by and for stu- 
dents. It is an open group 
and anyone can join. 

In addition to the 
group's focus on assisting 
multicultural students, it 
creates an environment for 
cross-cultural communica- 
tion as well. 



"We did not want to go 
too heavy on the multicul- 
tural thing," Berhow said. 
"We want this to be useful 
to everybody on campus. 
You do not accomplish 
cross-cultural communica- 
tion unless everybody is in- 
cluded." 

Saunders said she 
joined the project because 
it represented a "great way" 
for students to get advice 
from their peers. Saunders 
said "Facebooking" is a 
hobby of hers and said she 
was interested in making 
the networking tool work 
for the benefit of students. 

"I want it to be a net- 
working resource for stu- 
dents to find ways to help 
other students," she said. 

Saunders has recently 
visited Africa and posted a 
journal about her trip titled 
"Once in a Lifetime" to the 
blog section. Saunders said 
she also uses many resourc- 
es provided by the group. 

"I wish I had this Fa- 
cebook group when I was a 
freshman just to know what 
resources are there to help 
me as an African-Ameri- 
can to make my transition 
a lot easier," Saunders said. 
"I can easily relate to the 
group." 

Osequera said he has 



contributed his time to pro- 
viding discussion topics for 
the group. 

Osequera said the 
group is very valuable be- 
cause it is an informal way 
for students to share infor- 
mation. 

"You are being told 
about information from 
your peers within your age 
group." Osequera said. "[It 
is] not an adult telling you. 
It is a peer thing." 

Nyakatura said he is 
excited to be involved with 
the project. 

"I found that there is 
a place for me to be able 
to help and show how I 
stay here at school through 
tough classes and such," 
Nyakatura said. 

Nyakatura said he 
views the group as a library 
with valuable resources for 
students. He said he wants 
it to become a "collabora- 
tive construction," in which 
students fill in the gaps left 
by the initial contributors. 

Currently, the group is 
offering three $50 awards 
for best contributions in 
open mic, blog article and 
photography categories. 
More information about 
the awards is available in 
the group's recent news 
section. 



SGA I Allocation for Students for Choice denied after long, heated debate 
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education, presented the 
resolution, which passed 
unanimously. 

"Currently there are 70 
students on the waiting list 
to use the Center; a reno- 
vation would open this up 
to more of these students," 
said Hamm. 

Next up were the 13 



allocations, including a 
long-debated allocation to 
the KSU Aikido Club. 

This bill passed with 
a vote of 39-9-4, and will 
help bring two KSU alumni 
in from Minnesota to dem- 
onstrate the martial art. 

The only bill that did 
not pass was an allocation 
to Students for Choice, a 
pro-choice group. The bill 



failed with a vote of 3-39- 
9. 

Jessica Schultz, ju- 
nior in political science, 
opposed the bill on the 
grounds that it would help 
send the group "to advo- 
cate a viewpoint as op- 
posed to gain new knowl- 
edge." 

Another highly debat- 
ed bill was an allocation to 



the Society for the Appre- 
ciation of Bharatiya Her- 
itage and Arts. The bill 
passed with a vote of 36- 
14-2. 

Opposition revolved 
around the fact that the 
group was not providing 
any of its own funding. 

It will bring two mu- 
sicians from India to per- 
form on April 16. 



Ten other allocations 
passed, ranging from $100 
to A Campus Taking an Ini- 
tiative on Non-Violence to 
$1,200 to SABHA. None 
of the bills passed unani- 
mously. 

Next week will be the 
last SGA meeting for the 
2008-09 year, followed im- 
mediately by the first meet- 
ing of 2009-10.
